MR. BLAND’S NEW PARTY. 


Mr. Bland is not exhibiting his usual 
discretion when he proclaims the inten- 
tion of the free silver men to control the 
Democratic party or to desert it. 

He and those who think with him have 
u perfect right to champion their views 
and to endeavor to secure the party’s as- 
sent to them, but he should bear in mind 
that when he asserts in advance his inten- 
tion to bolt the convention if it fails to 
indorse his views he incurs the danger of 
not being admitted to the convention at 
all. 

This would be disastrous for the Dem- 
ocratic party, but it would be fatal to the 
cause which Mr. Bland has at heart. 
There can be no doubt that a majority 
of the Democrats of the country at large 
are in favor of honest bimetallism—gold 
and silver, without discrimination 
against either metal. But the issue of free 
silver is not going to be the only one in 
the campaign of 1896. It will be a leading 
issue, perhaps, but not the sole issue. 

If Mr. Bland and those who sympathize 


- with him try the experiment of organiz- 


ing a party on one issue he can read 


the result in the past history of the coun- 
4ry—in the Greenback campaign, for ex- 


ample. They will drop into the category 
of “third parties,” which have never yet 
become parties of the first part. 

He must fight his battle for silver with- 
in the party lines. If he goes out volun- 
tarily, or allows himself to be crowded 
out, the battle is lost. 


ANOTHER MONOPOLY TRICK. 


In cutting the maximum rate clause 
out of the bridge bill the Senate Commit- 
tee on Commerce has rendered the meas- 
ure worthless to the people of St. Louis.

Louis by 
the throat fs easily traced in the emascu- 
lation of this bill. The single point in the 
bill which threatened its . unchecked 
power to levy tribute on St: Louis trade 
was the maximum rate clause. | This 
clause was a guarantee of honest dealing 
and a bulwark against monopolistic op- 
pression. It promised the trade of this 
city an effective lever to bring the bridge 
monopoly to terms. \ 

The people of St. Louis have had in the 
Merchants’ Bridge a bitter lesson on the 
uselessness of any guarantees of fair 
dealing except legal restrictions. That 


> bridge was chartered“ and built with 
the moral and financial support of St.

On the 
Strength of these pledges franchises of 
enormous value were freely granted its 
promoters. It was given extraordinary 
privileges for the sole purpose of enabling 
it to give St. Louis the benefit of bridge 
competition.

RIGGARDLY MOSSBACKISM. 


The niggardly appropriation for the 
State University offered by the House 
Committee on Appropriations will not 
cover running expenses of that institu- 
tion, to say nothing of much-needed im- 
provements. 

When the session opened $500,000 was 
asked for that purpose, but this was 
afterward reduced to $262,000, an amount 
just enough to maintain the institution 
in its present condition and to complete 
improvements necessary to its efficiency. 
The claim was reasonable and modest. 
And it is answered by the pitiful recom- 
mendation for an appropriation of $72,000. 

The State University is one of the insti- 
tutions which should be most generously 
supported. It is one of the vital influences 
in the community; it stands for mental, 
moral and material progress; it is one of 
the factors which enable Missouri to take 
a front rank in point of intelligence 
among the States of the Union, and no 
effort should be spared to maintain and 
increase its efficiency. 

The action of the committee cannot be 
too heartily condemned. It is a slap in 
the face administered to the real friends 
of the best interests of the State. It is a 
notice that Missouri clings to mossback- 
ism and is opposed to educational prog- 
ress. The Senate must not acquiesce 
in this view of the case. It must 
stand up for real progress and the credit 
of the State. To let the University go 
down, to impair its usefulness by depriv- 
ing it of the necessaries of life, would 
be a crime against the people of the State. 


SUPERFLUOUS SHIPS. 


The action of the House of Representa- 
tives in ordering new battleships at this 
time is most unwise and will be disap- 
proved by the mass of the people. 

If it could be shown that the United 
States were in need of additional war- 
ships it would be unwise to build them 
now when the Government is in straits 
and is paying an enormous price to main- 
tain the gold reserve. This is a time to 
cut down, not to increase expenditures. 

But the truth is we need no more war- 
ships. Our navy is too big now for our 
own good. The complications . which 
have arisen in Chili, Samoa and Hawaii 
show what a disturbing factor an active 
navy may be. A fancy navy is a powder 
magazine. It is a menace to the peace 
and welfare of the people who own it. 
It is especially dangerous to a Republic, 
because it is a constant temptation to 
extravagance and jingoism. The people 
of the United States have more reason 
to fear the disposition of their Govern- 
ment to dabble in the affairs of others 
than the disposition of others to interfere 
with their affairs. The instrument of this 
dabbling disposition is a strong navy. 
The demand for extravagant naval ex- 
penditures comes from the Eastern 
States, which have always received more 
than their share of government attention, 
and from the contractors and corruption- 
ists who see good picking in generous 
appropriations for public work. To con- 
cede the demand for superfluous ships 
at this time is little short of criminal.
